HERE is nothing more im portant or. more serious, than the job of fit­ 
ting into the right place and at the right time. None of us can hop*' 
to find exact fits, however! Many people are unable to fit in anywhere— 
and so they are the loneliest and most unhayy people in the world. 
It never pays to spend too long a time trying to fit into a place th a t 
doesn't fit us 
neither our inclinations nor our abilities. 
People have 
grown old seeking the proper niche—only to discover th a t they had passed 
a dozen th at would have fitted all th a t they were, and given to them the 
happiness adequate to their desert 
Some of us play “the 
lone wolf” in life and thereafter 
fit into but a 
few places and schemes. 
I ho m atter of tem peram ent comes in here.
